try. Prof. Jenkins has hastily dashed off the following, which he assures us will make the speakers 


persona grata wherever they are delivered.) 


On Meeting King George 


AM very glad to meet your Majesty. I 
was out at the Tower yesterday after- 
noon and saw your crown. It is some hat, 
believe me. Somewhat giddy for us plain 
Americans, but chaste, and worth two or 
three dollars on a rough estimate. Person- 
ally I prefer the honored plug of my chief; 
a stove-pipe affair, such as you often see on 
Piccadilly; but, after all, the hat doesn’t 
make the man. Your Majesty could wear a 
white felt beaver and I’d like you just the 
same. While I think of it, I: want to say 
to you how much I liked your late father, 
King—-er— King—er—well, never mind his 
name. I never was strong on names any- 
how, and your father had so many of ’em 
I never could remember half of them. But people who 
knew the dear old gentleman tell me he was a good sport, 
and if there’s anything-we Americans do like it’s a good 
sport. Fact is, I’ve always liked your whole family; the 
only thing about you that I haven’t cared especially for 
being the style of coat your grandfather invented. As 
between a Prince Albert and a swallowtail give me the 
swallowtail every time. It’s so much easier getting at 
your change when you want to tip a Gold-Stick in Waiting, 
or the Early-Bird of the Back-Stairs, or the Gilt-Edged 
Equerry of the Royal Runabout. And by the way, what 
make is your Majesty’s car? Mine’s a trolley when I’m 
back home. 


For Use at the Quirinal 


The first time I ever heard of Rome, your Majesty, 
was when I was a boy and was requested by my school 
teacher to point it out on the map. To tell the honest 
truth, as a real ambassador should always do if he can, 
I didn’t know the difference between Rome and Kala- 
mazoo, and the result was I stuck the end of the pointer 
on a fly speck out about -+two hundred miles off Guam. But 
I know better now. What an immortal old town you’ve 
got here, and so full of Italians, too—really, there are so 
many Italians here in Rome that I haven't felt homesick 
for a minute. They were building a trolley in my town 
just before I left, and the place swarmed with ’em, and 
their presence here in such large numbers gives your 


beautiful burg a truly homey flavor, not to say aroma. 
I am enjoying myself hugely, though I find wrestling with 
the spaghetti in public some stunt, but I’m getting there. 
{ practice with a couple of coils of it in my bathtub every 
morning for an hour or two, and I’ve got so now I can 
haul in a hundred feet of it without biting it off. That 
Forum of yours is a mighty interesting old dust-heap, isn’t 
it? I’d heard of it before I came, sir, old man Plutarch 
having been my favorite novelist for many years. It’s 
given me all fifty-seven varieties of thrill to sit there in the 
twilight and think that right on that spot Brutus and 
Cassius poked Cesar’s resignation into his vermiform.with 
their little jack-knives; that once these reaches echoed 
to the hot-air waves of Col. Kikero; and that nearby that 
candy-kid Nero played “ Wait Till the Clouds Roll By” 
while Rome was disappearing in a cinder cloud over on the 
horizon. Yes, it is nice to be here, and as your famous 
poet Petrarch said in his exquisite lines to his fiancée— 
Abelard, I think her name was—/ promessi sposi e vietato 
fumare,-si non e lago di garda! so say I. From the heart, 
sir—from the heart! 


At a First Call at the Elysée 


Well, Mr. President, comment vous rendez-vous? I’m 
sure glad to get here. Paris up-to this time hasn’t been 
much more than a spot on a pink map to me, but the real 
thing—well, for sheer sizz it’s got Chicago, Boston and 
New York frazzled to a fringe. I used to think little old 
Philadelphia was some Metrollopus, but outside of certain 
sections of New Orleans and about a mile of San Francisco 
in the old days before the shake-down, Paris has got ’em 
all lashed to the mast. There’s more fun to be had out 
of your one Latin Quarter than I’ve ever found in any 
million American dollars. It’s almost too good to be true, 
and I give you my word that I pinch myself every night 
before going to bed just to find out if I’m really awake. 
If I wake up in Cincinnati or Yonkers to-morrow morning 
I’ll be the worst disappointed man you've ever heard of 
since Champ Clark heard from the Baltimore Convention. 
By the way, is your Champs Elysées any relation to our 
Champ? Be that as it may, the only thing I don’t like 
about your country is the general lack of ice water, and the 
language. My French is about as strong as a stalk of 
fresh asparagus after it has been boiled for a week, but 
I’m getting along. I’ve got so now that I can order café 
au lait with milk, and call for a small cup of demi-tasse

without making the waiters laugh, which is going con- 
siderable, believe me. What? Why, yes—a glass of eau 
de cologne if you happen to have it. Unofficially I will 
confide in you that I have the President’s permission to 
eschew grape juice in spite of the general instructions of 
my distinguished chief, the Secretary of State.

VEN those who hold that the Jew is a corrupt- 
ing influence in American life, and a menace 
to American institutions, must admit that he has his 
laughable and ludicrous aspects. No one who has 
written about the race has ever caught these latter 
characteristics with anything like the expertness 
shown by Mr. Montague Glass in his “ Potash and 
Perlmutter” stories. Like most successful humor- 
ists, Mr. Glass has seen something more than the 
mere fun in his subject matter, and has brought to 
the surface the underlying racial traits of the 
Jew in the absolute business freedom he enjoys 
under our flag. The celebrity of Mr. Glass’s 
stories and the verity of his character depictions 
made it certain, with the money possibilities in- 
volved, that they would find their way to the stage 
in spite of the fact that the race he ridicules hap- 
pens to control completely the American theatre. 
No one ever supposed that Mr. Glass’s stories could 
ever be turned into real drama, nor have they. ‘The 
play of “ Potash and Perlmutter” is simply an 
amplified vaudeville sketch, but it has been admir- 
ably cast, and there is fun enough in the material 
to keep the laughter almost continuous through three 
acts. Whoever made the dramatization had a keen 
eye to the make-up of his prospective audiences, 
and has glorified the Jewish virtues wherever it was 
possible to do so. This does not interfere materially 
with the reality in character drawing that Mr. Glass 
provided and which finds excellent interpretation by 
Messrs. Alexander Carr and Barney Bernard in 
the title parts. 





The sincerity of the Jewish protest against the 
stage use of the Jew as a humorous character 
and the sincerity of Jewish indignation against 
Lire for daring to find humorous inspiration in 
the Jew may well be questioned when it is noted 
that “ Potash and Perlmutter” is produced in a 
theatre under Jewish management, with a mostly 
Jewish cast and before audiences almost entirely 
Jewish. 

It remains, though, that “ Potash and Perlmutter ” 
makes plenteous laughter for both Jew and Gentile.

“FJELIEVE ME, XANTIPPE” came to New York 

with the triple endorsement of being the 
winner in a prize play competition, of ccming from 
the pen of a Harvard undergraduate, and of hav- 
ing had a prolonged run in Boston. Despite these 
harbingers of joy and its really piquant title, the 
Piece itself does not rise to the heights of its 
anticipation. It shows considerable originality, and 
promise for its author, Mr. Frederick Ballard, if 
he recognizes and overcomes the amateurishness 
displayed in his first effort. The best thing about 
it is that it is farce that gets away from the con- 
ventional French and English types that have been 
worked to death. It is at least American, not only 
in its scenes and characters, but also in its method 
of handling and development. 

As an after-dinner laugh-producer “ Believe Me, 
Xantippe ” will do to push one on to the subsequent 
supper and turkey-trotting. Which means that it 
is a fairly laughable skit of too slender build to 
bring it under serious consideration as a contribution 
to the dramatic art of our century. 


U NDER the chaperonage of ama- 
teur reformers of high re- 
spectability and undoubted financial 


responsibility, what is 
called white slavery has 
now become a favorite 
topic of dinner table 
conversation in “our 
best circles.” It is not 
yet being made one of 
the children’s games in the kindergartens, but 
doubtless will be before long. The stage, always 
looking for new material and new territory to 
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invade, has seized upon this luscious topic with 
avidity. The white slave and the intimate details 
of her career promise to supplant the gentleman 
thief in the affections of managers and authors 
whose inspiration comes from the box office. 

Some experienced and clear-headed workers in 
philanthropy towards the underworld are of opin- 
ion that the present excitement about white 
slavery is not so much based upon a very wide- 
spread evil as incited by sensational space-writers, 
hysterical observers and untrained investigators. 
This makes no difference to the stage, which is 
always ready to oblige with any topic that will 
interest a paying public. 

The dramatic possibilities of what is called white 
slavery are obvious, but it was taboo in the theatre 
until now, when amateur reformers have made it 
a topic of discussion everywhere. Therefore we 
have “ The Lure” and, if rumor be true, a host of 
similar plays that are to be launched on the public 
very shortly. 

Considered simply as a play, “ The Lure” is en- 
titled to a prominent place in the backwoods of 
early melodrama. As Exhibit A to gratify the 
curiosity of those who wish a photographic repro- 
duction of the interior workings of a maison de joie, 
it is a considerable success. Its most artistic achieve- 
ment is Mr. George Probert’s really remarkable 
impersonation of a type that is the target for every 
decent man’s boot-toe and every manly policeman's 
club. The moral “ The Lure” teaches is—but it 
teaches no moral.

F the musical pieces two are survivors of the 
summer season. “ All Aboard” has been on 
the roof of the Lew Fields Music Hall until prudence 
about our fickle weather conditions has brought it 
downstairs. It is brilliant in setting and amusing 
after the manner of its kind with Mr. Fields him- 
self and Mr. George W. Monroe as its principal 
comedians. 

At the Winter Garden all the ragtime traditions 
of that resort are kept alive in “The Passing 
Show of 1913”, with the addition of a novelty 
feature in the way of a staircase reaching from 
the roof to the footlights. On this countless more 
or less young and more or less beautiful female 
persons disport themselves in more or less costume. 

To the Lyric has come a musical piece called 
“When Dreams Come True.” It has an attempt at 
a plot, quite a lot of rather pretty music, the 
irresistible fun of May Vokes, and a great deal 
of stress laid on the dancing abilities of Mr. Joseph 
Santley. This concession to the prevalent craze for 





all sorts of eccentric dancing lends a contemporary 
interest to the piece, and enables the star to out- 
dance the relays of young women who are assigned 
to him as dancing partners. 


= HE FAMILY CUPBOARD” at The Play- 
house might perhaps with equal propriety 
and distinction have been called “ The Family Sink”. 
Most of its characters seem to be headed for the 
sewer. If we admit that America is destined to 
immediate degeneracy and that we no longer have 
such a thing as wholesome family life, Mr. Owen 
Davis’s play may be taken as a veracious socio- 
logical study. As a play it lacks entirely the ele- 
ments of credibility, and it cannot for a moment 
be regarded with respect as entertainment, delinea- 
tion of real life or moral instruction. Therefore 
it seems a very fine example of the kind of play 
that never should have been produced. It wasted 
a lot of managerial effort and some acting ability. 
It seems as though it would be no artistic or man- 
agerial mistake to close the door of “ The Family 
Cupboard” promptly and permanently 
Metcalfe.

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HE “bawler-out” is not a member 

of the firm. But if one happens 
to be a poor devil of a hand-to-mouther 
with a note overdue at the loan shark’s, 
and the bawler-out comes to where you 
are holding down your job and in mega- 
phonic tones tells you, and all whom it 
may concern, what he thinks of people 
who don’t pay their bills—why, it sounds 
as though he actually owned the business. 
Which is how a good many of us got 
mixed up about Upton Sinclair eight or 
ten years ago. 

I wonder, by the way, how many people 
there are in the United States who used 
to have Great Ideas about the author 
of “ The Jungle” ! Would it be putting 
it too strongly, do you suppose, to say 
that a hundred thousand people cried 
“ A Daniel come to judgment!” or words 
to that effect, when that book appeared? 
You see, in those days it was less cus- 
tomary than now for people to get up 
and say what they thought in open meet- 
ing; and while the Daniel’s voice was a 
trifle raucous and there was more than 
a hint of hysteria in his manner, yet 
there seemed to be a ring of sincerity 
behind the hysteria. At any rate, a gooa 
many of us thought that the author of 
“The Jungle” was at least a junior 
partner in that Renovating and Redeco- 
rating Company that has contracted to 
refurbish civilization. 

But he wasn’t. 

“The Metropolis” soon gave us an 
inkling of this. What followed fostered 
the doubts. “ Love’s Pilgrimage” con- 
firmed them. And now “Sylvia” {The 
Winston Company, $1.20) shows us, like 
a demonstration on a blackboard, its 
author’s real status in the Firm. 
“Sylvia” is the story of the daughter 
of a Louisiana planter, raised (like 
Elizabeth Robins’ “ My Little Sister”) 
in the guarded ignorance favored by the 
old tradition; who (in unmistakable 
emulation of Max Beerbohm’s “ Zu- 
leika Dobson ” at Oxford) visits Harvard, 
turns the heads of the undergraduate 
elect, rends the veil of the Cambridge 
social temple, captures the heart of the 
haughty heir to the Van Tuiver millions, 
marries him to help her family and— 
has a diseased child. Now, the author 
of “ Damaged Goods” is a Member of 


the Firm. So, to the small extent of her 
holdings, is Elizabeth Robins. But I 
guess that Upton Sinclair, with his vivid 
and frolicsome little story, bred from 
a borrowed idea and then inoculated 
(like a guinea pig) with a fatal dose 
of second-hand sensationalism, is just 
one of its “ bawlers-out ”. 


ONCE knew a man who when what 

was then called “the world of af- 
fairs” got too much on his nerves used 
to take out a little vellum-bound Greek 
Testament and read himself back to 
equanimity. Suppose we offset the 
pseudo-modernity of Mr. Sinclair by 
dipping into the archaic with Marion 
Polk Angellotti in her historical novel- 
ette, “ Harlette” (Century, 75c). This 
is the story (very freely translated from 
the letter of history into the spirit of 
romance) of the love of Norman Robert 
le Diable for the mother of William the 
Conqueror; and the author’s conception 
of her silent peasant heroine with 





her adamantine humbleness, riding the 
whirlwind of her mad lover’s whims, has 
a hint of rugged vigor about it and a 
touch of cleansing freshness that sets 
the little book apart from the common 
run of such transcriptions. It can be 
read through in a pleasant hour or so. 

Or if you prefer the minor key one 
can turn instead to “The Open Win- 
dow” (Appleton, $1.35), a volume in 
which E. Temple Thurston, the unhesi- 
tating prober of souls who wrote “ Sally 
Bishop ”, and the smiling romancer who 
gave us “The City of Beautiful Non- 
sense,” takes a sort of professional vaca- 
tion and change of air by pretending to 
be a mild-mannered rural vicar devoted 
to ornithology and giving us the old 
gentleman’s note book. Mr. Thurston, 
as his very various fiction proves, is a 
believer in the validity of all human 
moods, and in “The Open Window” 


he toys with the sentimental and exploits 
the sweets of sadness.

A Periodical’s Personality 


In announcing the retirement of Mr. 
Walter H. Page from its editorship to 
become Ambassador to England, the 
World's Work remarks that “the maga- 
zine will suffer no change, for the work 
of editing it has for a long time and in 
an increasing degree been teamwork.” 
This means, of course, that in the twelve 
years of its existence the World's Work 
has built up a personality of its own, 
which is distinct from the personality 
of any one man in its service. even of 
its editor-in-chief. 

That is what happens in the case of 
any great newspaper or magazine which 
is the product of many minds and hands. 
Its general development is directed by 
the dominant personality connected with 
it. But it does not represent even his 
private and personal views. 

Often his own preferences would lead 
it to take a certain attitude, when he 
feels that as an institution in the com- 
munity, it must take a different posi- 
tion. Thus, as a result of its history 
and its general policies, the periodical 
comes to be an independent entity, bound 
to stand for certain things irrespective 
of the private views of its staff. 

So it is proper that editorials should 
not be signed. They represent the views 
of an institution, not of an individual. 
Their force comes, not from the person 
who writes them, but from the character 
of the periodical for which they speak.
